2. Contracts or class of contracts which are required to be sealed with the 
common seal of the Authority.—The following contracts or class of contracts 
shall be sealed with the common seal of the Authority, namely 

(a) Contracts to be made with the previous approval of the Ccntrul 
Government; 

(b) Contracts to be made with the previous approval of the Authority; 

(c) Contracts regarding loans, grants, and advances sanctioned to the 
Authority by the Central Government; 

(d) All other contracts to be made by the Chairman or any other 
whole-time Member of the Authority who may be generally or 
specially empowered in this behalf by the Authority, 


3. Manner in which contracts are required to be made : 

(1) The Authority shall be made a party to every contract and the 
words “for and on behalf of the National Airports Authority’’ shall 
follow the designation appended below the signature of the Chairman 
or such other Member or such officer of the Authority as may be 
generally or specially empowered in this behalf by the Authority. 

(2) All contracts shall be finalised by the execution of a Deed of Agree¬ 
ment, Deed of Licence, indenture or a like instrument, as the case 
may be, on judicial paper of appropriate stamp value where neces¬ 
sary and duly siguccl by the Authority and the part concerned.

“Provided further that an Officer aggrieved by the order 
of the Competent Authority, as provided in sub-regula¬ 
tion (2), may within one month of the passing of the 
order, give in writing a representation to the Board of 
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Directors against the decision of the Competent Autho¬ 
rity, and on receipt of such representation from the con¬ 
cerned officer, the Board of Directors shall consider his 
representation and take a decision within a period of 
three months. Where the Board of Directors decide that
